Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969. 

The  report  follows  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Minister  of 
Health. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  may  be  considered 
satisfactory,  the  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during 
the  year  -  641  compared  with  536  in  the  year  1968,  and  the 
birth  rate  (corrected  by  the  Comparability  Pact or  supplied  by 
the  Registrar  General),  at  25.4  is  higher  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales  at  16. 3 •  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  19 
compared  with  20  in  1968. 

The  death  rate  (again  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor) 
at  11.0  (9.9  in  1968)  compares  with  the  National  Rate  at  11. 9. 

There  were  14  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and 
of  the  deaths  8  were  under  one  week  of  age.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  at  22,0  is  higher  than  the  National  Rate  at  18.00. 
Prematurity  still  remains  the  main  cause  for  these  infantile 
deaths. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year.  The  still 
birth  rate  at  9«00  is  lower  than  the  corresponding  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  at  13.00. 

On  considering  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  -  149 > 
the  male  deaths  were  96 ,  (86  in  1968)  and  the  female  deaths  were 

53,  (56  in  1968). 

The  main  causes  of  death  weres-  Heart  Disease  with  43  deaths 
(33  in  1968),  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  20 
deaths,  (21  in  1968),  cancer  25  deaths,  (22  in  1968).  There 
were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis. 
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Two  hundred  and  twenty-one  rases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  405  in  1968. 

The  decrease  was  mainly  due  to  the  smaller  number  of  cases  of 
measles  occurring  during  the  year,  20  compared  with  315  in 
1968. 

Immunisation  against  measles  was  commenced  in  1968,  but 
was  too  late  to  have  any  effect  in  controlling  the  epidemic 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Owing  to  the  severe 
reaction  that  occurred  in  some  children  immunised  by  the 
vaccine  from  one  manufacturer ,  this  was  to  be  withdrawn  in 
1969«  Due  to  the  shortage  of  vaccine  available,  immunisation 
against  measles  was  curtailed  during  the  year. 

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  whooping 
cough  -  2  cases  compared  with  31  in  1968# 

Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  is  carried  out  along 
with  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  in  the  County  Council 
Clinics,  and  by  General  Practitioners  on  behalf  of  the  County. 

The  immunisation  against  whooping  cough  was  not  as 
effective  as  that  against  diphtheria,  and  a  number  of  cases 
were  occurring  in  children  who  had  been  immunised  by  the 
"Triple  Antigen".  However,  a  different  vaccine  is  now  being 
used  and  it  appears  to  be  more  effective. 

Ho  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

Infective  hepatitis  became  a  notifiable  disease  during 
1968.  One  hundred  and  forty  cases  were  reported  scattered 
throughout  the  period.  Ho  source  of  the  infection  could  be 
found. 

Forty-seven  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  in  1969 
compared  with  18  in  1968.  These  were  mainly  due  to  an 
outbreak  of  Shigella  Sonne  Dysentery  in  the  Catterick  Camp 
area  which  began  in  the  middle  of  December,  1968.  This 
continued  until  March,  1969>  by  which  time  24  cases  had  been 
notified.  Further  cases  occurred  until  the  end  of  September. 
The  cases  mainly  occurring  in  the  Catterick  Camp  area.  Both 
children  and  adults  were  affected  and  a  number  of  family 
outbreaks  occurred. 
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Twelve  cases  of  Shigella  Flexner  Dysentery  also  occurred 
in  the  Catterick  Camp  area,  five  being  in  two  families  in 
January  and  seven  in  two  families  in  May.  The  source  of  the 
outbreaks  was  not  traced. 

Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  compared  with 
2  cases  in  1968. 

No  cases  of  tuberculosis  Y;ere  notified,  compared  with  5 
in  1968.

No  case  required  action  under  this  Section  of  the  Act 
during  1968. 

Environmental  Hygiene. 

Water  supplies  throughout  the  district  have  continued,  in 
general,  to  be  adequate  and  wholesome.  Water  is  supplied  by 
the  Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board,  with  the 
exception  of  some  isolated  properties  which  have  their  own 
supply,  and  those  in  the  Catterick  Garrison  area  which  also 
has  its  own  supply.  Negotiations  continued  during  the  year 
for  the  Mini stry  of  Defence  supply  to  be  absorbed  into  the 
Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board,  these  negotiations 
being  carried  out  by  the  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Board.  The 
satisfactory  nature  of  the  public  supply  is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  of  230  samples  taken  by  Officers  of  the  Board  and  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  bacteriological  examination, 
only  11  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory ,  and  these  were  caused, 
in  the  main,  by  abnormal  conditions.  Despite  representations 
made  to  the  North  Riding  County  Council  on  several  occasions, 
no  action  has  yet  been  taken  on  the  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies.  The  County  Council  again  considered  this  question 
in  November,  but  deferred  consideration  for  a  further  period  of 
twelve  months. 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  providing  sewers 
wherever  practicable,  and  during  1969?  the  joint  scheme  for  the 
parishes  of  Dalton  and  Gayles  was  completed.  In  November, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  expressed  his  concern  at 
developments  in  the  village  of  Whashton,  where,  of  22  properties 
in  the  village  proper,  15  had  either  been  modernised  or  were 
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about  to  be  modernised,  each  with  the  provision  of  a  septic 
tank.  This,  in  a  village  without  a  water-course  to  accept 
effluent,  was  felt  to  be  a  potential  public  health  danger. 

As  a  result,  the  Council  decided  to  prepare  a  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  villages  of  Whashton  and  Kirby  Hill,  and 
preparatory  work  was  commenced  immediately.  In  addition, 
the  Council  decided  to  provide  extensions  to  the  Middleton 
Tyas  sewer  to  take  effluent  from  properties  at  Scotch  Corner, 
where  pollution  has  been  taking  place.  Negotiations 
continued  in  connection  with  the  proposal  to  pump  sewage  from 
Skeeby  to  the  existing  works  at  Colburn,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  1970- 
Negotiations  were  also  commenced  for  land,  etc. ,  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  for  an  isolated 
group  of  houses  at  Dalton  Gates  in  the  North  Cowton  Parish. 

The  Council  continued  its  housing  programme  with  the 
completion  of  the  Group  Dwelling  Scheme  at  Catterick  Village. 
This,  the  Council’s  third  such  scheme,  entailed  the  extension 
of  the  existing  Estate  at  Catterick,  and,  on  completion, 
provided  45  units  of  accommodation,  comprising  22  flatlets, 
Warden’s  flat,  12  two-bedroom  Aged  Persons  Bungalows, 

2  two-bedroom  Handicapped  Persons  Bungalows  and  8  three- 
bedroom  houses.  A  lock-up  shop  was  also  built  on  the  site. 

In  addition,  work  was  commenced  on  the  construction  of 
78  houses  and  flats  at  the  Beckwood  Estate  at  Colburn,  7 
Aged  Persons  Bungalows  at  Eppleby,  5  Aged  Persons  Bungalows  at 
Hipswell,  5  houses  and  4  flats  at  Scott  on. 

Twenty-eight  applications  were  received  for  Improvement 
Grants,  affecting  35  dwellings,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

21  of  these  were  completed.

Child  Health  Clinics. 


Child  Health  Clinic  sessions  at  Catterick  Camp  are  held 
weekly  on  Tuesday  morning  and  afternoon,  fortnightly  on 
Thursday  afternoon  with  a  Doctor  in  attendance.  As  well 
as  the  Child  Health  Clinic  sessions,  Dental  Child  Guidance, 
Chiropody  and  Speech  Therapy  Clinics  are  held.  Unfortunately, 
the  Speech  Therapist  left  before  the  end  of  1968  and  we  have 
been  unable  to  replace  her.  In  addition,  the  Family  Planning 
Association  holds  clinics  all  day  on  a  Wednesday. 

Child  Health  Clinic  sessions  are  also  held  fortnightly  at 
Catterick  Village  and  Colburn,  and  monthly  at  Middleton  Tyas, 
Scorton  and  Eppleby.  A  Doctor  is  in  attendance  at  all  these 
sessions.  The  clinic  at  the  R.A.F.  Station  in  Catterick 
closed  in  June. 

All  the  Clinics  are  well  attended  by  mothers  and  their 
children,  particularly  the  Catterick  Camp  Clinics,  where  the 
greatest  concentration  of  population  in  the  district  occurs.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


1.  Particulars  of  Water  Supplies. 

The  water  supply  authority  for  the  District  is  the 
Northallerton  and  the  Dales  Water  Board.  The  Board's  main 
efforts  continue  to  be  directed  towards  locating  and  developing 
suitable  new  sources  of  supply.  This  is  necessary  to  make  up 
for  existing  "dry  weather"  deficiencies,  to  meet  growing  demand 
and  to  enable  numerous  small  and  isolated  supplies  to  be  replaced 
by  more  economic  linked  schemes.

During  1969,  a  six  inch  link  main  was  laid  between  Parkwood 
and  Piper  Hill  at  Colburn,  to  ensure  continuity  of  supplies  to 
the  concentration  of  housing  in  this  area  in  case  of  burst  mains 
or  other  supply  failure.  A  link  main  was  also  laid  from  the 
north  of  Northallerton  area  to  connect  with  the  North  Covrton 
mains,  again  to  improve  continuity  of  supply  in  case  of  bursts. 
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2.  Quality  of  Water  Supplies. 

The  Board’s  water  supplies  are  generally  of  a  very  high 
standard. 

3.  Quantity  of  Water  Supplies. 

Water  supplies  throughout  the  District  are  adequate. 

4 .  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies . 

The  testing  of  water  supplies  for  fluoride  content  has 
not  been  carried  out  since  1962,  hut  at  that  time  an  average 
of  0.07  parts  per  million  was  found.  The  Worth  Riding 
County  Council  was  approached  with  a  view  to  increasing  the 
fluoride  content  to  the  recommended  one  part  per  million,  hut 
in  March,  1966  the  County  Council  decided  not  to  apply  the 
principal  of  fluoridation.  In  March,  1968,  the  Worth 
Riding  County  Council  was  again  asked  to  consider  fluoridation, 
hut  after  due  consideration  the  County  Council  re-affirmed  its 
previous  decision.  In  Wovemher,  the  County  Council 
re-considered  the  question  of  fluoridation  and  decided  to  defer 
the  matter  for  twelve  months. 

5.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  in  the  District. 

Although  hacteriological  sampling  of  the  raw  water 
supplies  was  carried  out  hy  Officers  of  the  Worthallerton  and 
the  Dales  Water  Board  (the  results  are  listed  helow)  no 
chemical  sampling  was  carried  out.  The  following  results 
were  obtained  from  samples  taken  in  December,  1968.

At  present  there  is  no  statutory  limit  for  the  lead 
content  of  potable  water.  The  United  States  limit  of  0.01 
parts  per  million,  however,  is  widely  recognised  as  providing 
an  adequate  margin  of  safety* 
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Since  by  the  sixth  day  all  the  samples  ceased  to 
dissolve  lead,  the  supplies  can  be  regarded  as  non-plumbo 
solvent  and  safe  for  human  consumption  if  supplied  through 
lead  pipes.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

8.  Sewerage  System. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Gayles  and 
Dalton  was  completed  during  the  year.  Considerable 
preparatory  work  was  carried  out  on  the  scheme  to  pump  sewage 
from  Skeeby  to  the  existing  works  at  Colburn.  It  is 
anticipated  that  details  of  the  scheme  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  in  1970.  Negotiations  also  proceeded  for  the 

provision  of  a  sewerage  system  for  an  isolated  group  of 
dwellings  at  Dalton  Gates,  North  Cowton.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  provide  a  main  sewer  to 
serve  the  Scotch  Corner  area,  where  pollution  has  been 
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taking  place.  In  view  of  the  proposed  improvements  to  be 
made  to  many  dwelling-houses  in  the  village  of  Whashton, 
where  the  provision  of  several  septic  tanks  could  create  a 
public  health  nuisance,  the  Council  authorised  immediate 
investigation  into  the  provision  of  a  sewerage  system  for  the 
villages  of  Whashton  and  Kirby  Hill. 

The  following  parishes  remain  unsewered,  and  obviously 
the  absence  of  a  sewerage  system  in  any  village  must  give 
rise  to  varying  degrees  of  pollution  and  moreover  restricts 
the  modernisation  of  a  number  of  houses  where  full  modern 
amenities  are  lacking.  The  Council's  policy  is  to  sewer 
all  parishes  but,  of  course,  these  have  had  to  be  arranged  in 
a  system  of  priorities.

9*  Sanitary  Ac c ommoda t ion. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes,  owners  of  many 
properties  are  converting  the  old  privy  and  chemical  closets 
to  water  carriage.  The  Council  assists  property  owners  in 
this  work  by  means  of  Conversion  Grants  and  during  1969  >  two 
such  grants  were  made.  Twenty— one  more  conversions  were 

carried  out  by  means  of  Improvement  and  Standard  Grant,  and 
as  these  latter  grants  are  instrumental  in  obtaining  not 
only  water  closets,  but  also  hot  water  systems,  baths  and 
wash-basins ,  this  type  of  aid  is  much  more  satisfactory. 

With  this  in  view,  the  Council  decided  that  full  modern 
amenities  are  to  be  pressed  for,  and  privy  conversions  grants 
are  normally  paid  only  in  cases  where  it  is  not  practicable 
to  provide  a  bath,  wash-basin,  sink,  hot  water  supply  and 
food  store  by  reason  of  restricted  space,  inability  to  pay, 
age  of  applicant,  or  where  these  facilities  are  already 
provided. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


10.  Refuse  Collection  Service. 

This  service  is  operated  by  direct  labour  administered 
by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  total  cost  of  providing  the  refuse  collection 
service,  apart  from  Catterick  Camp,  was  £11,067  compared  with 
£9,594  in  1968. 

The  new  refuse  tip  at  Scorton  Lane  ends  became  operational 
during  the  year.  Here  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  but 
during  a  very  hot  spell  trouble  was  experienced  with  flies 
which  appeared  to  be  resistant  to  the  normal  D.L.T.  base  tip 
dressing  then  in  use.  An  alternative  tip  dressing  was 
applied  and  the  situation  brought  under  control. 

HOUSING 

11.  Improvement  Grants  -  Housing  (Financial)  Provisions 

Act,  1958  and  the  Housing  Act,  1959* 

Twenty-eight  applications  for  grants  affecting  35  houses 
were  received  during  the  year,  and  all  were  granted  by  the 
Council. 

12*  New  Houses  Erected  in  1969. 

A  total  of  103  new  houses  was  erected  during  the  year,  45 
by  the  Council  and  58  by  private  enterprise. 

13*  Unfit  Houses. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-four  houses  were  inspected  for 
housing  defects  during  the  year,  23  were  found  to  be  not  in 
all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation,  25  houses  were  made 
fit,  13  were  demolished  and  1  was  closed. 

A  total  of  375  visits  was  made  to  houses  under  the  Act 
during  1969* 


21. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 
14*  Nuisances. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-four  inspections  were  made  in 
connection  with  nuisances,  and  in  146  cases  statutory 
nuisances  were  found.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  these 
were  abated  as  a  result  of  informal  action  and  4  by 
statutory  action,  work  on  the  remainder  being  in  course  of 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  the  degree  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  general 
public  with  regard  to  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In  the 
vast  majority  of  cases,  an  informal  approach  is  sufficient 
to  secure  the  desired  result. 


15*  Rodent  Control . 

The  Council  operates  a  rodent  control  service  and  for 
this  purpose  two  rodent  operators  are  employed  full  time. 

This  service  is  available  to  private  householders  free 
of  charge,  but  treatment  of  agricultural  premises  and 
business  premises  is  undertaken  normally  under  form  of 
Contract.  At  the  end  of  the  year  11 6  Contracts  were  in 
operation.  The  table  following  sets  out  a  summary  of  work 
done  by  the  rodent  operators  and  public  health  inspectors.

Test  baiting  of  all  the  Council’s  sewers  was  carried  out 
in  July.  Of  the  765  manholes,  96  were  test  baited,  and  only 
7  of  them  showed  the  presence  of  vermin.  These  were  at 
Aldbrough  St.  John  and  Catterick.  These  two  systems  were 
poison  baited,  and  poison  bait  was  taken  from  only  7  of  the 
118  manholes  in  the  two  systems.  Both  sewers  we re  cleared. 
Once  again,  the  slight  sewer  infestation  must  reflect  the 
success  of  surface  control  measures. 

16.  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  now  only  two  registered  offensive  trades  in  the 
district,  one  knacker’s  yard ,  cue  waste  food  plant.  Twenty 
visits  were  paid  during  the  year,  in  the  course  of  which  three 
contraventions  were  found  and  all  were  remedied  as  a  result  of 
informal  action.

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(vii)  Comments  on  poultry  processing  and 

inspection  • « •  • « «  . « . 

Throughout  the  year,  the  average  throughput  at  this  plant 
was  somewhere  in  the  region  of  4 >500  hens  per  month  and  visits 
are  normally  paid  twice  weekly.  It  is,  of  course, 
impracticable  for  a  hundred  per  cent  inspection  to  be  carried 
out,  but  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  proprietor  on 
the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  that  is  to  say, 
all  persons  employed  in  the  plant  have  been  provided  with  a 
copy  of  the  appropriate  'Code  of  Practice'  and  also  the  table 
of  normal  and  abnormal  conditions  to  be  found  in  poultry. 

These  tables  have  also  been  placed  in  prominent  positions 
within  the  factory.  Any  suspect  bird  is  referred  to  the 
proprietor  and  if  he  is  unsure,  a  special  visit  is  made. 

In  practice,  it  has  been  found  that  the  proprietor  is  most 
co-operative  and,  in  fact,  he  rejects  any  bird  where  any 
shadow  of  doubt  exists. 

21 .  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1965* 

Two  new  and  nine  renewal  licences  to  slaughter  animals 
were  granted  during  the  year. 

22.  Milk  Supply  -  Brucella  abortus. 

Sampling  of  milk  for  Brucella  abortus  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Health  Inspectors,  and  during  1969 ,  two  cases  were 
brought  to  my  attention.

All  the  above  premises  are  fitted  with  wash-hand  basins 
in  accordance  with  Regulation  16,  and  sinks,  etc.,  in 
accordance  with  Regulation  19  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  i960  and  1962. 

Of  the  above  premises  84  are  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice-cream. 

24.  Pood  Hygiene. 


The  continual  effort  to  secure  good  standards  was 
pursued  during  the  year,  principle  attention  being  given,  of 
course,  to  premises  where  food  is  actually  prepared  viz. 
fried  fish  shops,  bakehouses,  licensed  premises,  canteens  and 
restaurants,  hotels  and  cafes.  In  all  421  visits  were  paid 
to  such  premises. 

In  43  cases  contraventions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  noted  and  these  were  remedied  as  soon  as  they 
y/ere  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  proprietors. 

The  majority  of  contraventions  were  found  in  transport 
cafes,  of  which  there  are  seven.  The  difficulty  in  such 
places  is  two-fold,  firstly  the  rapid  change-over  in  staff 
which  seems  to  be  a  feature  of  transport  cafes,  and  secondly, 
the  fact  that  cooking  appliances  are  in  use  24  hours  a  day, 
and  this,  of  course,  makes  effective  cleansing  difficult. 

25 •  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  licences  under  the  Act  were  in 
force  in  the  respect  of  the  following  caravan  sites s- 

Seasonal  use  only  -  1  site  for  100  caravans 

-  1  site  for  30  caravans5' 

-  5  sites  for  2  to  5  caravans 

-  8  individual  sites 

*This  site  although  licensed  is  not  yet  in  operation. 
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Permanent  Sites  -  4  sites  for  2  to  4  caravans 

-  15  individual  sites. 

In  addition  to  the  licensed  sites,  there  are  two  sites 
operated  by  the  Caravan  Club  Limited,  one  for  45  caravans  at 
Gilling  Bank,  and  one  for  5  caravans  at  Hart forth. 

Ninety-two  visits  wore  made  to  these  sites  during  which 
seven  contraventions  wore  remedied. 

Itinerant  Caravans  -  During  the  last  few  years,  it  has 
been  noticeable  that  the  number  of  itinerant  caravans  using 
the  district  has  greatly  increased.  The  arrival  of  these 
caravans  is  encouraged  by  the  considerable  number  of  disused 
lengths  of  highway  left  following  highway  improvements, 
together  with  wide  verges  associated  with  some  of  these  roads. 
In  anticipation  of  the  coming  into  operation  of  Part  II  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968,  a  survey  v/as  instituted  on  the 
5th  August,  1969  of  the  sites  in  use  throughout  the  district. 
Between  then  and  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  found  that  six 
sites  were  used,  the  largest  being  at  Kneeton  Corner,  Middleton 
Tyas,  v/ith  others  at  Brompton-on-Swale ,  Moulton,  Scorton  and 
Ravens worth. 

Kneeton  Corner  presented  the  worst  problem  where  up  to 
32  caravans  were  parked.  This  site  has  no  v/ater  supply, 
sanitary  accommodation  or  refuse  disposal  facilities,  and  a 
considerable  amount  of  fouling  of  hedge  bottoms  took  place. 
Difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  reliable  information 
from  the  occupants  of  the  caravans  in  view  of  their  reticence 
and,  in  some  cases,  truculence.  However,  it  transpired  that 
only  seven  families  admitted  to  living  in  caravans  permanently, 
the  remainder  having  houses  in  other  parts  of  the  country  which 
they  occupy  during  the  Winter  months.  During  Spring  and 
Summer,  they  take  to  the  roads,  some  on  holiday,  some  "general 
dealing",  scrap  and  old  clothes  dealing,  road-making  and 
general  labouring. 

Generally,  throughout  the  District,  the  itinerants  could 
be  divided  into  five  categories,  genuine  gypsies  (who  describe 
themselves  as  ’travelling  people’)  in  modern  caravans,  gypsies 
in  ’barrel-top’  wagons,  holiday  makers,  home  owners  who  take  to 
the  road  in  Spring  and  Summer,  and  Irish  tinkers.  There 
appears  to  be  a  strong  and  distinct  'class'  distinction  amongst 
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these  groups,  and  it  seems  probable  that  they  will  refuse  to 
occupy  any  site  where  members  of  other  groups  are  situated. 

The  survey  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the 

year. 

26.  Unsightly  Buildings. 

In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  visual  amenities  of  its 
villages  and  surrounding  countryside  much  work  has  been  done 
to  secure  the  restoration  or  demolition  of  unsightly 
buildings  throughout  the  district.  This  is  being  done  by 
means  of  persuasion  and  the  limited  legal  powers  available 
to  the  Council,

27 •  Swimming  Pools. 


There  are  three  swimming  pools  in  the  Council’s  district 
two  of  which  are  situated  on  Crown  Land  at  Catterick  Camp. 

One  is  an  open-air  pool  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence  and 
the  second  an  indoor  pool  owned  by  Sandes  Soldiers  Home. 

Both  pools  are  under  military  supervision  in  respect  of 
hygiene  but  a  close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Military 
Authority  as  far  as  Sandes  Soldiers  Home  is  concerned,  as 
this  is  extensively  used  by  civilians  and  schoolchildren. 

Sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Military  Authority  at 
both  pools  and  the  Public  Health  Department  is  notified  if 
bad  results  are  obtained. 
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The  swimming  bath  at  Sandes  Soldiers  Home  although 
reasonably  well  maintained  is  old-fashioned  and  badly  designed 
by  modern  standards.  Consultations  were  held  between  the 
Council,  the  Military  Authority  and  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  to  discover  whether  any  modernisation  could  be  achieved. 
Sandes  Soldiers  Home  is  a  charitable  institution  and  finances 
are  not  available  for  any  extensive  works,  Y/hilst  the  Military 
Authority  is  unable  to  help,  the  Council  resolved  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  purchasing  or  leasing  the  pool 
and  to  employ  a  firm  of  Consultants  who  would  in  the  first 
instance,  undertake  a  Feasibility  Study  into  the  possibility 
of  modernising  the  pool.  It  was  anticipated  that  this  would 
be  carried  out  in  1970,  after  enquiries  were  made  into  leases, 
etc* 

The  third  pool  is  a  privately  owned  out-door  pool  at  the 
St.  John  of  God  Hospital,  Scorton.  During  1968  the  pool  was 
converted  into  an  indoor  pool  with  some  financial  assistance 
from  the  Council.  As  a  result  of  this,  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  pool  to  be  available  to  scholars  at  Scorton 
Grammar  School.  Sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Hospital 
laboratory  and  no  adverse  reports  v/ere  notified  during  the 
year. 

28.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963* 


There  are  three  animal  boarding  establishments  registered 
under  the  Act.  These  were  visited  on  twelve  occasions  and 
were  found  to  be  clean  and  well  run. 

29-  Barbers  and  Hairdressers. 

Following  the  adoption  of  Bye-laws  made  under  Section  77 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  eighteen  inspections  have 
been  carried  out  at  the  7  ladies  and  3  gentlemens  establishments 
in  the  district.  Generally,  the  standard  of  hygiene  was  found 
to  be  good. 

30.  Hackney  Carriages. 

Bye-laws  made  under  Section  68  of  the  Town  Police 
Clauses  Act,  1847 »  and  Section  171  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1875 >  were  made  jointly  by  the  Council  and  the  Council  of  the 
Borough  of  Richmond. 
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Inspections  were  carried  out  on  all  vehicles  licensed 
as  hackney  carriages.  Although  there  are  22  licences  in 
operation,  as  a  result  of  changes  31  vehicles  were  examined 
during  the  year  and  a  total  of  83  inspections  was  found  to 
he  necessary.  Generally,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
repair  was  found  to  he  satisfactory.
